We and the contract team have relied heavily on the 
advice of state and county officials, GSA, and the members of 
your Staff. Our goal is to achieve consolidation without

Specifically, the Agency plans to consolidate approximately 
3,000 additional personnel at the Langley facility. Operating 
within the previous advice of the Commission, we plan to limit 
traffic growth to 1,000 vehicles. Traffic analysis has shown 
that this increase in peak hour traffic, while a small percentage 
increase over current conditions, will require additional manage- 
ment action on our part to avoid further aggravation of local
